FEUTONS ATTAOKING WITH FURY

PARIS, Fab, 25.—At the great bhat-
being fought a few miles north
the stronghold of Verdun, the

castern pivot of the French front, so

far the Germans, by sheer welght of
nen and metal, have sucreoded
forcing the French left wing back for
throe miles to Samogneux, on the
helghts ahove the Meuse, and for a
rlhorten distance on the right,
they have made lttle impression on
the center, The line is bant, but far
from broken. The natufe of the
country between Beaumont and

Samogneux lends itself more to at-

tack than to defense and the Fronch

command appears to have brought
the line back chiefly 1o avold useless
losses and to take up positions that

o more easlly defended,

Artillery Uperantions,

No Infaniry atiacks were made by the
Germans on the extreamities of the battle
front, their action being confined to
violent and continuous artillery opera-
tiona, but the Frenoh artillery has sue
covded in holding its own. The assaulls
ended- at the helghta of Herbebols and
the posftions of Deux Jumelles. Belween
these latter points passes an Important
romd which, after akirting the hiulghis of
thoe Mouse, joins the maln rond from
Fiain to Dmmvilliers

The French defense according to mill-
tary experts, has proved itself most of-
inctive by Inflicting appalling kosses on
the Germans. Prisomers takem yemer-
dny stated that whole regiments have
been wiped out. It Is expected, aowevar,
that the Gormans will retum to  the
oharge with rénewed fury as thoy desire
to got within reach of the foris. They
mre now within twa miles of that of
Dounumeont, within threa miles of that
of Charny and about the same distance
of Vaux and Tavannea, If they shauld
sticcesd (n thelr purpose—which I8 though!
